the earth May 18, when it. will be 
14,300,000 miles distant. On that 
date the comet: will pass between 
the earth and the sun at about six 
o’clook in the evening Los Angeles 
time. It will:require about fifty 
minutes for the nucleug of the 
comet to make its transit. 

“During the night the comet 
passes between the earth and sun, 
the earth also will be. passing 
throngh the great:tail of the comet. 
At present the'tail is between 20,- 
0@0,000 and 25,000,000 miles long 
and at a distance of 15,000,000 
miles from the head of the comet 
at the point the earth will pass 
through it, the diameter of the: 
tail is about 5,000,000 miles, 

“Of course, as the comet moves 
away from the sun the tail becomes 
smaller, but- from present calonla- 
tions it will take the earth about 
12 hours to pass throygh it. Thus 
it will enter the tail early in the 
afternoon of May 18, and will 
have passed completely through 
by 11 o'clock that same night. 
The comet will not be visible on 
that date and will not be visible 
again until about May 20. There 
will be probably many shooting 
stars.”

Prepare Now For Next Winter’s 
Feeding 


Regularly each winter we receive 
Jnquiries from farmers who want 
to know what they can feed their 
cows to maintain fhe milk flow. 

Ueually follows a list of the feeds 
available: prairie hay, straw, oate 
and possibly bran. From these a 
fation is required to be compound. 
ed that will keep the cows giving 
milk in profitable quantities. To 
compound such ration from such 
feeds jg an impossibility, and as 
there are no other feeds proourable 
it is altogether likely that little 
profit will be shown from the 
dairy herd during winter. 

The time to think about oom- 
pounding a winter ration for dairy 
cows is not next fall, but now; 
not when the grass fails and the 
milk yield falls away, because the 
cows are on 4 straw diet, but now 
when it is possible to make 
provision for next winter's feeding, 
by seeding some crops that will 
produce succulence and milk 
making nutrients for next winter’s 
feeding. 

A crop of roots requires some 
little labor to raise, but makes the 
best milk producing material that 
can be incorporated inte the winter 
ration. A piece of land can be 
sown to a mixture of oats and peas 
and a lot of nutritious hay easily
